1. Dr. O. W. Richards. 
1. The habitat of species of Plovariola (Heteroptera-REDUVIIDAE). 
[ Abstract. | 


P. vagabunda (L.) was found in some numbers in a granary in Glos. W. by 
Messrs. R. Howe and T. A. Oxley. It was here observed eating Psocids 
(Liposcelis sp.). At Burnham, Somerset N., it was common under marram 
on the sand-dunes, where a species of Caecilius also occurred. 

P. culiciformis (Deg.) has been found in two different houses in Bucks 
(Dr. E. A. Parkin), in the Gloucestershire Granary (Howe and Oxley), and on an 
oak-trunk at Hedgerley, Bucks. Psocids are again the most likely common 
factor in these habitats. 

E. A. Butler records that Nematocerous flies are also eaten. 


2. Some observations on the distribution of bees and wasps'in Great Britain. 


[Abstract. ] 


The present distribution of any group is a balance between historic causes 
(migrations, glacial extinction) and ecological causes (need for special soils or 
plant-species). It is usually difficult to assess the relative importance of these 
factors, both of which must always be to some extent operative, but by picking 
out favourable examples it is possible to suggest that in some species one or 
the other is the more important. The following examples will be mentioned :— 
species attached to particular flowers, e.g. Bombus lapponicus (Fab.) and 
bilberry. Species attached to sand, especially the Bagshot sand, e.g. Ammo- 
phila campestris Latr. Species which are confined to southern England though 
apparently without narrow ecological requirements, e.g. Hucera longicornis 
(L.). Species with special types of geographical distribution, such as Colletes 
montana (Mor.) (boreal-alpine) or Miscophus maritimus Sm. (presumably an 
inhabitant of the old Rhine valley). 
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Finally, examples will be given of pairs of species of which one is more 
southern, the other more northern, e.g. Bombus terrestris (u.) and B. lucorum

A large collection of wings of butterflies and a few whole, but damaged 
specimens, collected by Major T. H. E. Jackson, K.A.R., F.R.E.S., under a 
Capparis bush in 8S.W. Abyssinia, 1942. 

The species are nearly all Danaida chrysippus L., of the form dorippus 
Klug. The wings found do not represent a random sample of the population.
